Pasadena City Col lege 
may face a faculty strike at 
ihe beginning of the fall 
semester if staff members 
vote to accept the recom¬ 
mendation of chapter leader¬ 
ship of the California Higher 
Education Association. 

A faculty-wide meeting 
has been scheduled for Sat¬ 
urday, September 14, to vote 
on the recommendation, ac¬ 
cording to Nino B. Valmas- 
soi, chapter president. 

A breakdown in salary 
negotiations was cited by 
Valmassoi as the principal 
issue. “During the last three 
years faculty salaries have 
dropped behind the cost of 
living by more than 13 per 
cent. At the current rate of 
inflation, our purchasing 
power will have been eroded 
by at least an additional 12- 
14 per cent during the com¬ 
ing year,” he stated. 

Pasadena City Col 1 e g e 
faculty voted to reject a 7 
per cent offer made by the 
hoard of trustees in June. 
Negotiations since then have 
failed to make progress ac¬ 
cording to the faculty 
spokesman. The faculty are 
requesting a 9.4 per cent cost 
of living adjustment as of 
July 1, 1974, and an addi¬ 
tional adjustment up to 5 
per cent beginning January 
1, 1975. 

"Our proposed adjustment 
would still fall short of 
equalizing the effect. f a ’ - 
flation by as much as 12 
per cent,” Valmassoi added. 

According to faculty 
spokesmen, the college dis¬ 
trict is well able to pay the 
requested, sum and has not 
claimed otherwise. 

Faculty discontent h a s 
been further aroused by the 
board’s alleged failure to 
provide Social Security cov¬ 
erage for summer session 
faculty. 

According to Valmossi the 
faculty have recommended 
Ihe State Conciliation Serv¬ 
ice be called upon to assist 
in negotiations, but the 
hoard has refused. 

“We will make an all-out 
effort to renew negotiations 
as soon as the board’s rep¬ 
resentative has returned 
from his vacation,” Valmas¬ 
soi said. “We feel that the 
student body and the com¬ 
munity at large are entitled 
to know the existing situn 
lion. It is cur hone that the 
fall semester will begin on 
time, but we cannot predict 
what the eoudse of negotia¬ 
tions will be.”

Q. — I am interested in 
stocks, but have neve r 
bought any. Can you tell me 
what to look for in stocks, 
what different Ainds of 
stocks there are, what in¬ 
dustries are best and when 
is the best time to buy? 

' A. — That’s a lot of ma¬ 
jor questions in one, and a 
thorough answer would take 
a book. 

Q. — I have some stock meeting 
in Marcor Corporation. There 
has been information in the 
papers that Mobil Oil was 
going to offer $35 a share for 
the stock. It isn’t selling that 
high on the market, and I 
don’t understand why the 
stock should sell lower 
when such a big company 
has announced it will pay 
that price, 

A. — It Is not unusual 
when one company makes 
an offer for the stock of 
another company for the 
stock that is being pur¬ 
chased to sell for less on the 
market than the price being 
offered. The kind of stock 
market we are in at the 
time the offer is made has 
a lot to do with how close 
the stock will sell to the of¬ 
fering price. In a slow, non- 
speoulative market like we 
have been having recently, 
there will be more of a ten¬ 
dency for the gap between 
the market price and the of¬ 
fering price to be wider. 

Another factor which af¬ 
fects the distance between 
the two prices is the per¬ 
centage of the total stock 
the company offers to buy. 

Generally, the higher .per¬ 
centage being bought, the 
closer the price paid on the 
open market will be to the 
offered price before the com¬ 
pletion of the offer. Mobil 
is offering to buy about 50 
per cent of the shares. This 
leaves room for some dif¬ 
ference in the two prices 
since everyone is not going 
to get $35 for his stock right 
away. 

There are other factors, 
also; one is the estimate ot 
investors as to where the 
stock will sell when the of- 
investors’ estimate as to how 
likely the deal is to be con¬ 
summated; that is, whether 
it is likely to be accepted or 
fought by the management 
of the company whose stock 
is being purchased and 
whether a gov eminent 
agency will try to affect the 
offer. 

Q. — I don’t belong to 
an Investment Club, but niv 
broker told me that the Na¬ 
tional Association of Invest 
ment Clubs has meetings 
around the country that are 
open to the public and that 
many workshops are con¬ 
ducted at these meetings 
that help an individual to 
develop his knowledge about 
stocks.

Martin Huff, executive of¬ 
ficer of the Franchise Tax 
Board, reminds all home- 
owners 62 yeais of age and 
over that the August 31 
deadline for filing 1974 prop¬ 
erty tax assistance claims is 
rapidly approaching. 

More than 248,000 claims 
have been received since the 
filing season began May 16, 
Huff fsaid.

Relaxed August 
Brings Accidents 

In baseball the days of 
August are frequently re¬ 
ferred to as “Dog Days.” In 
the opinion of Robert A. 
Finnegan, however, they 
more appropriately should 
be called “Danger Days.” 

Finnegan, president of the 
Greater Los Angeles Chap¬ 
ter National Safety Council, 
says that during the past 
twenty years the month of 
August has produced more 
accidental deaths lhan any 
other single month of the 
calendar. Virtually half of 
Ihem are deaths due to traf¬ 
fic accidents, with acciden¬ 
tal drownings ranking as 
second leading cause. 

“We have come to believe 
that people tend 1o get care¬ 
less as the summer draws to 
a close,” Finnegan said. “It 
seems that in the rush to 
get as much fun out of the 
summer as possible, people 
let down their guards just 
enough to become more ser¬ 
iously accident prone.” Fin¬ 
negan said that between ac¬ 
cidents on the road and ac¬ 
cidents in the water more 
than six thousand people die 
nationally each August. 
“This is a shocking figure,” 
he said. 

Finnegan urged ob s e r - 
vance of all speed laws and 
a greater concentration on 
the elements of defensive 
driving, coupled with use of 
seat belts on every trip no 
matter how short, as being 
good' preventive steps in the 
avoidance of traffic acci¬ 
dents. 

As for water safety. Fin¬ 
negan urged people never to 
swim alone and never to 
leave toddlers unattended 
around water of any kind.

Q. — I am going to have 
some remodelling done in 
my home and have called in 
some contractors to give me 
bids.

A. — The Federal Housing 
Administration does not ap¬ 
prove contractors or guaran¬ 
tee their work. It does in¬ 
sure loans for home re¬ 
modelling, and requires that 
lending institutions making 
these leans approve the con¬ 
tractor doing the work. 

Q. — A woman came to 
my dcvii and said she was 
from the Better Business 
Bureau and wanted to ask 
me a few questions about 
soap. At first I though it 
was all right, but I got a 
little nervous when she 
asked for my name. Is thin 
a legitimate survey? 

A. — The Better Business 
Bureau is not conducting 
any door - to - door surveys 
on products. That would be 
entirely outside our func¬ 
tion. Be sure to ask for 
proper credentials bef o r e 
giving information to any 
stranger who comes to your 
door.

Bloodmobile 
To Be In 
Sierra Madre 

Pasadena area’s Red Cross 
Blood Program will partici¬ 
pate in the high blood pres¬ 
sure detection project cur¬ 
rently being set up in Los 
Angeles County, according to 
Allan Munnecke, Blood Pro¬ 
gram chairman for the Pasa¬ 
dena Chapter, Ameri can 
National Red Cross. 

“This is a case finding ef¬ 
fort,” Munnecke explained, 
“designed to locate unsus¬ 
pected' cases of high blood 
pressure so people can re¬ 
ceive treatment in time to 
avert serious illness.” 

The chairman .said that 
all donors at Red Cross 
blood donor stations have 
Iheir blood pressure taken 
before they can give blood. 
As part of the high blood 
pressure detection project, 
any donor whose pressure is 
higher than normal will he 
given a referral slip to be 
taken to the donor’s per¬ 
sonal physician. The phono 
number of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association’s 
Referral Service is listed on 
the slip for those persons 
who have no regular phy¬ 
sician. 

‘This project was initiated 
by the Community Coordina¬ 
ting Council for Hyperten¬ 
sion Control and has the 
support of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Assoc i a - 
lion,” Munnecke said. “It is 
hoped that the program can 
help evoid some of tho 
strokes and heart attacks 
that can occur in persons 
with unrecognized high 
blood pressure.” 

Munnecke said Red Cross 
had been asked to partici¬ 
pate because of the num¬ 
ber of blood- donors who 
come through its donor sta¬ 
tion each day who automa¬ 
tically have their blood 
pressure taken. He stressed, 
however that Red Cross will 
only take pressures of those 
persons who come to give 
blood. 

In Sierra Madre the Blood- 
mobile will be held on Mon- 
daq, September 9, 2:30 to 7 
p.m. at the Sierra Madre 
Masonic Temple, 33 East 
Sierra Madre Blvd. Informa¬ 
tion can be obtained by 
calling 355-0745; if no an¬ 
swer call 799-0841, ext. 621.

Four proposed elements of 
the County General Plan 
will be the subject of a pub¬ 
lic meeting to be held' at the 
San Gabriel City Council 
Chambers, 532 W. Mission 
Drive, San Gabriel on Wed¬ 
nesday, August 14, at 7:30 
p.m., Edgar T. Irvine, act- 
ting planning director said 
recently. 

Elements to be discussed 
will be safety, seismic safe¬ 
ly, scenic highways, and 
noise. County planners will 
be present to explain the 
elements and to answ e r 
questions, he said. 

This presentation by the 
Regional Planning Depart¬ 
ment is one of a series sche¬ 
duled throughout Los An¬ 
geles County. The presenta¬ 
tions are designed- to ac¬ 
quaint the public with the 
staff’s recommendations in 
advance of public hearings 
before the Regional Plan¬ 
ning Commission expected 
to begin in late October. 

Specific policy and pro 
gram lecommendations and 
their relationship to the 
West San Gabriel Valley 
area will be the major topics 
of discussion. Adoption of 
these four new elements by 
the Board of Supervisors will 
amend the General Plan of 
Lo s Angeles County. These 
elements will subsequently 
be integrated into a compre¬ 
hensive plan which is cur¬ 
rently ;under preparation by 
the Department staff. 

The four elements will be 


added to the Plan in re¬ 
sponse to State legislation. 
The Safety Element is in¬ 
tended to Identify and de¬ 
fine programs to protect 
communities from file and 
geologic hazards, while the 
Seismic Safety Element 
identifies and assesses seis¬ 
mic hazards such as suscep¬ 
tibility to surface rupture 
from faulting and the ef¬ 
fects of seismically induced 
lidal waves. 

The Scenic Highway Ele¬ 
ment seeks to establish and 
protect a sceni-c highway- 
system in Los Angeles Coun- 
iy. The purpose of the Noise 
Element is to identify noise 
levels along existing and 
projected highways, tree- 
ways and other transporta¬ 
tion facilities and to re¬ 
commend action programs 
aimed at reducing this noise 
to a point compatible with 
health and aesthetic goals.

How the Devices Work 

All accredited NOx control 
devices reduce formation of 
NOx by lowering the peak 
flame temperature in the 
combustion chamber. 

Two types of devices have 
been accredited: 

Exhaust Gas Recirculation 
(EGR) and Vacuum Spark 
Advance Disconnect (VSAD). 

EGR-type devices conduct 
a small amount of exhaust 
gas from the exhaust system 
through a control valve into 
the incoming fuel-air mix¬ 
ture. EGR devices may re¬ 
duce gas mileage by as 
much as five per cent. They 
may have a small effect on 
exhaust gas or collant tem¬ 
peratures. Annual mainten¬ 
ance is required for the EG.R 
valve and associated tubing. 

VSAD-typo systems control 
the vacuum to the distribu¬ 
tor during some or all oper¬ 
ation conditions. Most VS- 
AD-type devices retard the 
basic engine timing by sev¬ 
eral degrees. VSAD devices 
may reduce gasoline mile¬ 
age by as much as 10 per 
cent. Because VSAD involves 
an Increase in exhaust gas 
temperature and, usually, 
an increase in collant tom 
perature, some manufactur¬ 
ers have incorporated fea¬ 
tures in their devices to 
mitigate these effects. Al¬ 
though some engineers be¬ 
lieve an increase in exhaust 
temperature may be related 
to exhaust valve wear in the 
course of tens of thousands 
of miles of driving, an ad¬ 
ministrative hearing in 1973 
failed to establish such ef¬ 
fects from th,c accredited de¬ 
vices. Because the Kar-Kit 
device has no mechanical 
features to disconnect the 
device at high engine speeds 
or high coolant tempera¬ 
tures, the manufacturer re¬ 
commends the Kar-Kit de¬ 
vice not be used on vehicles 
intended for high speed 
driving. Because ot its un¬ 
complicated design, Kar-Kit 
may he significantly lower- 
priced than the other de¬ 
vices, perhaps in the under- 
$10 range.
